The design for Marksmanship sent by General Benet I have examined, and can see no 
necessity for any change or elaboration, the design is possessing all that is required to make two 
good medals. 


The Indian encampment is both carefully and well drawn. The subject for the gold medal, 
the mounted Indian, though spirited and giving the idea nicely, can be improved in the drawing, 
but only by a close study from nature, which if I am desired to engrave the dies I will do when 
preparing the model. I therefore would say, the designs are all I require and I do not think any 
elaboration would improve them. There is no mention of a reverse for these medals, as one is 
necessary it should have consideration now. 


It is desired these medals should be distributed this summer, while it will be impossible to 
have them until quite late in the summer, it will be necessary to approve the designs as early as 
practicable that I may at once commence the work of engraving in order to comply as near as 
possible with the expressed wish.
